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PREFACE 

At  the  close  of  the  American  Revolution  many  claims  were  made  for  a  part  or 
all  of  Tennessee.  The  French,  the  Spanish,  and  the  English  placed  claims  on  ex¬ 
ploration  and  attempts  of  settlement  before  the  War.  The  English  settlements 
dated  back  to  the  time  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh.  Some  of  the  states  made  claims. 
This  was  especially  true  of  North  Carolina  who  claimed  the  entire  territory. 

The  Federal  Government  claimed  all  territory  east  of  the  Mississippi  River. 
At  this  time  very  few  white  people  could  or  would  live  in  Tennessee.!  he  Indians 
claimed  Tennessee  on  the  basis  of  its  being  their  ancient  hunting  ground.  These 
Indians  seemed  to  have  amused  themselves  by  fighting  each  other  and  bv  mak¬ 
ing  certain  that  no  white  man  entered  the  territory.  After  several  years  of  discuss¬ 
ion  and  definite  legislative  acts,  these  claims  were  all  Yielded  to  the  Government. 

Tennessee  became  a  territory  in  1790  and  was  made  a  state  in  1796.  North 
Carolina  became  a  state  about  1789  and  this  was  probably  the  first  boundary 
line  between  Carolina  and  East  Tennessee.  For  several  Years  the  legal  restrict- 
ions  of  the  Federal  Government  and  the  war-like  Indians  made  it  well  nigh  im¬ 
possible  to  settle  in  Tennessee.  Finally  all  these  difficulties  were  solved  and  settl¬ 
ers  began  to  locate  in  Tennessee.  For  several  years  the  immigration  to  Tennessee 
was  very  rapid.  It  was  as  if  Tennessee  had  said  “here  is  your  future  home,  come 
and  get  it.”  The  following  from  James  McCaiium’s  EARLY  HISTORY  OF 
GILES  COUNTY  may  be  considered  as  typical: 

“Odem  Hightower,  father  of  Hardy  Hightower,  was  one  of  the  first  settlers 
on  Bradshaw  Creek,  and  came  either  the  latter  part  of  1S07  or  early  in  1808.  He 
raised  corn  in  180S,  which  was  the  first  raised  on  the  Creek.” 

“Hardy  Hightower,  John  Kennedy,  John  Elliff,  James  McKnight,  and  Sam 
McKnight  came  the  latter  part  of  1808  or  early  in  1809,  and  settled  the  places 
known  by  their  names.” 

This  John  Elliff  was  my  grandfather  and  was  the  first  Elliff  to  settle  in  Giles 
County. 
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FOREWORD 


This  book  is  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Harvey  Eliiff,  D.  Floyd  Ellitf,  John  Elliff,  and 
D.  H.  Elliff,  whose  research  and  cooperation  have  made  it  possible. 
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What  We  Know  About  John  O.  Elliff  and  His  Family 

We  know  that  he  was  23  years  old  when  he  came  to  Tennessee.  We  know  that 
he  married  and  had  two  children  -  Clement  H.,  born  May  3,  1805  and  Joseph, 
born  August  26,  1806.  He  had  two  brothers,  Everett  and  fames.  It  is  highly 
probable  that  he  had  two  or  three  younger  brothers  but  we  are  not  quite  sure 
of  it.  It  seems  impossible  to  reconcile  the  census  of  1830  without  saying  that 
Abram  was  a  son  or  a  cousin  of  John.  We  know  that  some  of  the  Elliffs  went 
directly  from  North  Carolina  to  Illinois.  Within  a  short  time  after  Johns  settle¬ 
ment  in  Giles  County  (we  do  not  know  the  exact  date),  both  his  brother  Ever¬ 
ett  and  James  came  and  settled  in  Giles  County.  These  two  brothers  lived  in 
Giles  county  for  some  time  but  about  1825  to  1830  they  moved  to  Illinois  and 
were  the  first  family  of  Elliffs  to  settle  in  that  State.  For  a  full  and  interesting 
account  of  this  period,  see  McCALLUM’S  EARLY  HISTORY  of  GILES

This  now  brings  up  the  problem  -  not  one  problem,  but  three  -  the  geneal¬ 
ogy  of  John  Elliff,  the  genealogy  of  James  Elliff,  and  the  genealogy  of  Everett 
Elliff.  We  will  begin  with  the  first. 
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GENEALOGY  OF  THE  ELLTFF  FAMILY 


Genealogy  of  the  Elliff  family  with  special  study  of  the  genealogy  of  John  O. 
Elliff  by  Floyd  Elliff,  a  great  grandson  of  John  O.  Elliff,  whose  home  is  in  Cor¬ 
pus  Christi.  Note:  He  has  done  a  very  fine  piece  of  research.  This  is  his  first 
report.  If  later  investigations  and  letters  reveal  additional  data,  it  will  be  pub¬ 
lished  as  a  supplement  to  this  report.

Dear  Cousin  J.  D.” 

Since  receiving  your  last  letter  June  29th,  I  have  done  a  great  deal  of  res¬ 
earch  on  the  Elliff  genealogy  and  1  realize  I  have  been  confused  about  some  of 
the  history  but  I  do  believe  I  have  it  straightened  out  now.  To  begin  with,  vour 
grandfather,  John  Elliff,  was  my  great-great  grandfather.  The  information  you 
sent  me  about  him  fits  in  with  what  I  have  found  out  about  him  and  that  was 
he  did  live  in  what  is  now  Giles  County,  Tennessee.  He  was  born  in  Giles 
County  in  1786  and  did  marry  an  Annie  Brittain.  The  list  of  names  I  sent  you 
were  their  children.  Here  again  are  their  names  and  births.  Clement  H.,  born 
May  4,  1805;  Joseph  P.,  born  Aug.  26,  1806",  Mary,  born  March  8,  1808;  James 
B.,  born  Jan.  12,  1810;  Everad  G.,  born  July  4,  1811;*  Elizabeth,  born  Aug.  13, 
1813;  John  Orless,  born  Sept  10,  1815;  Thomas  R.,  born  Feb.  3,  1817;  Contain, 
born  Nov.  12,  1818;  Charity,  born  March  17,  1820:  George,  born  March  31. 
1821;  Orman,  born  Jan.  16,  1822;  and  Samuel  A.  born  March  24,  1825.  All 
these  children  were  born  in  Giles  County,  Tenn.  The  book  I  referred  you  to 
Robertson’s  section  of  “Kinfolks”  page  2590  records  Everad  G.  as  being  born 
July  4,  1810  and  that  he  was  married  to  a  Maria  Ann  Robertson.  No  date  was 
given  of  their  marriage  but  there  were  three  of  their  children  listed. 

My  great-grandfather  John  Orless  Elliff,  was  a  brother  to  'your  father  Con- 
tant.  John  Orless,  was  married  twice.  The  first  time  to  a  woman  by  the  name 
(last)  of  Madly.  This  was  how  I  became-  confused  over  the  two  John  Elliffs.  I 
thought  my  great-great  grandfather  and  great  grandfather  were  the  same  and 
I  couldn’t  seem  to  fit  the  date  1786,  that  you  gave  me.  It’s  clear  to  me  now. 
thanks  to  my  Aunt,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Elliff.-  I  didn’t  know  there  were  two  Johns!  After 
the  death  of  John  Orless’  first  wife  he  remarried  but  as  yet  I  haven’t  been  able 
to  get  any  information  concerning  the  second  wife’s  first  or  last  name,  but  I 
do  know  there  were  six  children  of  this  second  marriage.  We  have  no  record  of 
their  names  or  birthda'tes,  I  have  often  been  told  that  .one  of  the  reasons  mv 
grandfather  Josiah  left  his  home  in  Tennessee  was  because  of  his  father  re-* 
marrying.  The  Aunt  I  spoke  of  a  little  while  ago  has  in  her  possession  a  letter 
written  to  my  grandfather  Josiah  from  his  Uncle  Richard  Madry.  This  uncle 
was  living  in  Lincoln  Countv,  Tennessee,  at  the  time  he  wrote  this  letter,  was 
back  in  1875.  In  this  letter  to  Grandfather  Josiah,  great  uncle  Richard  Madrv 
describes  the  poverty  my  great  grandfather  John  Orless  and  his  second  wife  and 
children  were  in.  Upon  hearing  this  mv  grandfather  Josiah  sent  some  beef  to 
Richard  Madry  to  give  to  great  grandfather  and  family.  This  letter  savs  there 
were  six  children  but  I  mentioned  before,  we  don’t  know  their  names.  Mv 
grandfather  Josiah  only  had  three  brothers,  Tom,  Taylor,  and  Jim. 
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I  mentioned  why  niv  grandfather  Josiah  ran  away  from  home  so  this  brings 
us  up  to  the  time  he  came  to  Texas  with  an  Unde  Joe  Madry.  This  informa¬ 
tion  I  am  passing  on  to  you  is  taken  from  a  Robstown,  d  exas,  newspaper  writ¬ 
ten  two  years  ago.  The  headlines  read:  “Elliff  Once  Proud  Mansion  Remains 
Banquete  Landmark'  den  Room  House  built  in  1S80,  still  sturdy. 

A  lad  in  his  late  teens  hunched  forward  on  his  horse  as  he  slowly  rode  up  to 
the  headquarters  of  the  vast  Robb  Ranch.  Tired,  dusty,  and  disheveled  he 
gazed  slowly  at  the  sight  before  his  eyes.  As  he  reigned  up  his  mount  before 
the  hitching  post  he  shifted  in  his  saddle  and  asked  one  of  the  cowbovs  stand¬ 
ing  nearby  if  this  was  the  Robb  Ranch.  “Sure  is,  stranger,”  answered  a  wind 
burned  cowpoke  with  a  smile,  ’  If  you’re  looking  for  the  boss,  you  can  find  him 
over  at  the  well,”  he  added. 

With  that  the  lad  slipped  silently  to  the  ground,  stretching  his  weary  body 
and  said  with  a  smile,  “thanks.”  Approximately  forty  years  later  the  lad  died 
only  a  few  miles  from  this  spot,  but  when  he  died  he  wasn’t  a  stranger  any¬ 
more.  Instead,  he  was  one  of  the  largest  landowmers  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 

try* 

That  was  the  beginning  of  what  -historians  know’  of  Si  (Josiah)  Elliff.  Today 
as  speeding  motorists  travel  the  road  from  Robstown  to  Alice  they  see  about 
the  only  landmark  that  reminds  oldtimers  of  Si  Elliff.  Located  about  one  mile 
southwest  of  the  town  of  Banquete,  w’hich  lies  between  Robstown  and  Alice,  is 
an  old,  unpainted  three  story  mansion-like  house  that  causes  people  to  wonder 
what  the  house  may  be  and  the  story  behind  it. 

To  start  from  the  beginning,  you  find  Si  as  a  boy  in  his  late  teens  traveling 
all  the  wav  from  Tennessee  to  Robb,  Texas,  on  a  horse.  Hardly  anvone  ever

knewr  why  he  came  to  Texas  and  if  he  had  anv  relatives  in  Tennessee.  All  they 
knew  was  that  he  came  from  the  Volunteer  State. 

He  hooked  on  with  Frank  Robb’s  ranch  as  a  cowhand  earning  $10.00  a  mon¬ 
th  for  w’ork  as  a  cowpuncher.  And  that  was  considered  quite  a  few’  greenbacks 
for  one  month’s  w'ork  in  those  davs.  It  only  took  him  a  short  time  to  become 
acclimated  to  the  Ranch  work.  But  before  he  could  start  out  on  his  own,  which 
was  his  dream  even  before  he  came  to  I  exas,  war  clouds  were  gathering,  and 
in  i 86 i  he  left  for  the  war  between  the  States.  Fighting  four  years  over  most 
of  the  Southern  States,  he  was  wounded  by  a  bullet  through  his  chest,  but  a 
strong  constitution  soon  put  Si  back  in  good  health  so  he  could  return  to  his 
home.  . 

Upon  his  return  he  worked  again  for  Robb’s  Ranch  and  later  went  to  w*ork 
with  the  Simmons-Perry  Ranch.  Finally  he  decided  it  was  hightime  he  got  start¬ 
ed  on  his  own.  He  started  out  with  only  several  hundred  acres  and  with  sheep 
as  his  main  stock  in  trade.  In  those  days  many  of  the  ranchers  got  their  start 
on  sheep,  shifting  over  to  cattle  after  they  had  made  their  first  profit.  Event¬ 
ually  the  sheep' were  bothered  with  diseases  that  the  ranchers  were  unfamiliar 
W’ith,  so  it  was  only  natural  for  them  to  switch  over  to  Longhorn  cattle.  But 
here  is  where  Si  was  different.  Instead  of  the  Longhorn  cattle  he  had  started 
importing  the  black-  Angus  breed.  It  was  the  first  time  the  black  low  built 
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stocky  breed  had  ever  been  brought  into  Texas.  Old  timers  said  it  was  a  mis¬ 
take  since  they  weren’t  sturdy  enough  to  withstand  the  heat  and  poor  grazing 
that  was  encountered.  It  was  with  great  pride  that  he  exhibited  his  large  herds 
of  solid  black  cattle  to  his  friends.  Today  the  Longhorns  are  gone  and  it  is  not 
uncommon  to  see  the  Angus  cattle. 

By  constant  vigil  and  hard  work  Si  built  up  his  herd.  All  the  time  he  kept 
buying  more  land  as  it  became  available  as  he  increased  his  bank  deposits. 
When  he  died  July  3,  1900,  he  had  amassed  a  ranch  with  over  50,000  acres  and 
between  two  and  three  thousand  Black  Angus  cattle. 

After  he  had  returned  from  the  Civil  War  he  had  married  Miss  Lois  Allsup, 
who  came  to  Texas  from  Mississippi  seeking  the  adventure  it  promised.  After 
their  marriage  in  1866  the  familv  started  growing.  In  all  there  were  three  bovs 
and  four  girls  born  to  this  union.  With  a  growing  family  he  decided  he  should 
build  a  house  that  could  accomodate  his  familv.  In  1880  he  built  the  house 
which,  with  later  changes,  now  stands  one  half  mile  southwest  of  Banquete. 
Prior  to  that  he  had  lived  about  a  mile  on  the  south  side  of  Agua  Dulce  Creek, 
which  flows  immediately  to  the  rear  of  the  present  house. 

Many  times  Mrs.  Si  Elliff  related  to  her  grandchildren  how  Indians  used  to 
run  mustangs  only  a  few  miles  from  their  home.  But  the  Indians  never  did 
bother  them.  In  those  times  the  country  in  that  sector  was  clear  of  brush  with 
a  few  trees  around  the  creeks  being  the  only  thing  that  blotted  the  landscape. 

The  house  was  a  rambling  two-story  affair.  In  1908  Si's  son  J.J.,  moved  to  the 
old  homestead  and  had  the  house  remodeled.  In  remodeling  the  home  he  added 
to  it,  making  the  house  three  stories  high.  Five  fireplaces  were  in  the  house. 
The  fireplace  in  the  upstairs  rooms  were  walled  in,  since  Mrs.  J.J.  Elliff  was 
afraid  some  of  the  children  would  burn  up  the  house  by  kindling  big  fires. 
The  fireplace  in  the  living  room  is  four  feet  wide.  It  was  built  wide  enough  to 
handle  cord  wood,  since  Si  Elliff  didn’t  want  to  cut  up  cord  wood  anymore  in 
order  for  it  to  be  put  into  the  fire. 

A  young  Swede  from  Corpus  Christi  was  doing  the  painting  on  the  house 
wrhen  he  informed  Mrs.  J.J.  Elliff  that  he  could  also  paint  murals.  Having  a 
liking  for  such  work,  she  agreed  to  let  him  paint  some  murals  in  the  huge 
dining  room.  With  that  A.E.  Christofferson,  the  young  painting  Swede,  set  to 
work.  When  he  had  finished  ten  murals  were  on  the  wall  and  still  retain  their 
vividness.  Christofferson  had  never  aspired  to  be  a  painter,  since  he  had  to 
make  his  living  painting.  But  when  the  chance  presented  itself  he  took  advantage 
of  his  talents.  At  one  time  the  murals  were  valued  at  $10,000.  In  the  opinion 
of  the  hundreds  who  have  seen  the  murals,  two  stand  out  above  the  rest.  One 
is  a  painting  of  the  house  immediately  after  it  had  been  remodeled  in  iqo8. 
The  other  shows  a  cowboy  driving  cattle  in  snow  and  sleet.  The  other  murals 
depict  various  scenes,  ranging  from  a  seacoast  town  to  a  pair  of  monks  standing 
by  a  monastery.  Only  a  few  days  alter  Christofferson  had  finished  the  murals  he 
ended  his  life  by  wrapping  weights  to  his  legs  and  jumping  off  the  central 
wharf  in  Corpus  Christi,  oldtimers  state. 
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When  remodeled  the  impressive  structure  had  ten  rooms.  In  one  of  the  bath¬ 
rooms  a  wash  basin  still  stands  that  was  installed  when  the  house  was  built  in 
1880.  It  was  one  of  the  first  models  of  the  wash  bowls  and  shows  a  crack  for 
its  many  years  of  service. 

The  unique  point  about  the  house  is  that  no  person  has  ever  died  within  its 
rooms.  Si  Elliff  had  just  left  die  house  and  started  to  the  garden  to  get  some 
roasting  ears  of  corn  when  he  died.  A  special  train  from  Corpus  Christi  brought 
out  a  doctor  after  he  was  found  dead  sitting  on  a  box  under  a  tree.  Mrs.  J.J. 
Elliff’s  uncle,  J.D.  Bernard,  came  from  Corpus  Christi  and  had  Si’s  body  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  time  the  undertaker  arrived. 

Four  weddings  have  taken  place  in  the  spacious  home  since  it  was  built.  Of 
the  four  one  was  the  double  wedding  of  Zilla  Elliff  to  Thomas  Ragland  and 
Corrine  Bernard  to  J.J.  Eliff  October  2S,  1S91.  I'he  second  and  third  weddings 
to  take  place  were  Georgia  Elliff  to  Ross  Peters  November  24,  1879  and  Mary 
Susan  Elliff  to  Fred  Bitterman  November  24,  1895. 

Si  Elliff  was  a  rugged  individualist  who  knew  what  he  wanted  and  had  the 
determination  to  get  what  he  wanted.  The  story  is  told  of  the  time  when  he 
and  Nick  Bluntzer  went  up  to  San  .Antonio  to  attend  a  ranchers  convention. 
When  they  arrived  at  the  hotel  the  clerk  asked  them  to  register.  Bluntzer  sign¬ 
ed  his  name  and  stepped  back  to  let  Si  initial  his  name.  But  Si  had  never  both¬ 
ered  with  reading  and  writing.  With  a  quick  motion  he  wrote  the  number  “44” 
on  the  register.  The  clerk  looked  at  it  and  asked  if  that  was  his  name.  "You’re 
durn  right  it  is!”  thundered  Elliff.  With  that  the  clerk  meekly  acknowledged 
his  declaration  and  went  about  his  business  in  a  perplexed  state  of  mind.  You 
see,  "44”  was  the  brand  of  Si’s  ranch,  and  since  he  couldn’t  read  or  write  he 
merely  affixed  his  number  to  all  documents  when  something  needed  his  sig¬ 
nature.  Mv  aunt,  Mrs.  Fred  Bitterman,  says  this  is  true,  her  father  couldn’t 
*  • 

read  and  write  but  he  did  learn  to  write  his  name. 

After  Si’s  death  the  ranch  was  split  up  among  his  heirs.  In  1920  the  house  and 
the  404  acre  tract  it  stands  on  was  sold  to  Dr.  C.F.  Winfield  of  Alice.  Dr.  Win¬ 
field  purchased  the  land  and  house  for  Si 25.00  an  acre  which  up  to  that  time 
was  the  highest  price  paid  for  land  in  this  section  of  the  country. 

Time  and  elements  of  nature  have  changed  the  house  from  a  once  impressive 
structure  to  its  present  status.  When  people  look  at  the  house  they  hardly  realize 
the  story  behind  it.  Many  tales  will  never  be  told  about  this  mansion-like  home. 
It's  a  house  with  an  interesting  past.  G.O.  Elliff,  who  is  the  son  of  J.J.  Elliff  and 
who  lives  one  mile  west  of  Banquete,  said  the  house  has  changed  a  lot  since 
he  lived  in  it.  And  most  early  settlers  will  agree  with  him  readily.  Josiah  Elliff, 
born  Jan.  6,  1840.  Josiah  married  Lois  S.  Allsup  about  1865,  Corpus  Christi, 
Texas.

Constant  Ell  if  £  was  born  and  raised  in  Giles  Countv  Tennessee.  He  married 

/ 

Mary  Potter.  To  this  union  there  were  born  thirteen  children,  two  died  in  iniancv 
and  two  in  childhood  and  nine  lived  to  be  grown.  For  a  complete  list  of  Father's 
dcsendants  to  the  fourth  generation,  see  supplement  attached. 

My  father,  with  his  entire  family  at  that  time,  Rowan,  Overton,  Miles  and 
Sarah,  and  Grandma  Potter,  came  to  Missouri  about  1850  and  settled  in  Lawrence 
County  not  far  from  the  town  of  Mt.  Vernon.  Father's  wedding  present  was  two 
slaves,  Bess  and  Ben,  man  and  wife.  Father  did  net  believe  in  slavery  and  was  in 
fact  an  abolitionist  and  upon  coming  to  Missouri,  he  freed  these  slaves. 

For  two  years  before  the  Civil  War  and  some  time  afterwards,  there  was  a  bitter 
struggle  over  the  admission  of  Kansas  as  a  state.  During  this  period  there  was  an 
organized  band  of  men  known  as  Bushwhackers.  When  General  Price  was  in 
the  vicinity,  they  were  loyal  Southern  soldiers,  and  when  General  Lvon  was  in 
the  county,  they  were  just  as  loyal  Federal  Soldiers,  but  all  the  time  thev  were 
robbers,  thieves  and  murderers.  During  this  period  these  Bushwhackers  took  pract¬ 
ically  everything  we  had  on  the  farm,  including  our  household  goods.  Father 
and  brother  Bobe  were  in  the  army.  Mother  and  brother  Ike  loaded  up  what  little 
we  had  left  in  a  farm  wagon  and  moved  to  Council  Grove,  Kansas,  where  I  was 
born  December  31,  1863. 

After  the  war,  we  moved  back  to  Lawrence  Countv  and  a  vear  or  two  later  to 
McDonald  County  where  father  had  bought  a  farm. 

My  father  was  a  very  religious  man.  I  never  heard  him  use  a  ems  word.  He 
became  a  leader  in  school  and  social  affairs,  especially  in  school  affairs.  He  was 
one  of  the  leaders  in  buildng  up  the  common  schools  in  McDonald  County.  He 
was  responsible  for  the  organization  of  the  school  district  in  which  we  lived,  the 
old  Cobble  Hill  frame  school  house.  He  and  brother  Bobe  hauled  the  pine  lumber 
for  this  house  from  the  Van  Winkle’s  mill  in  Arkansas. 

Father's  epitaph  which  is  now  engraved  on  his  tombstone  was  suggested  by  an 
eminent  minister  who  had  known  him  for  many  years.  It  is: 

“A  FRIEND  OF  LIBERTY  AND  FREE  SCHOOLS*’ 

Father,  Mother,  Uncle  George  and  many  of  my  relatives  are  buried  in  the 
old  Elliff  burying  ground  on  Father’s  farm  in  McDonald  County.  .

The  Descendants  of  Constant  P.  Elliff 

Constant  P;  Elliff  was  born  in  1818  and  died  in  1882.  He  married  Mary  Potter, 
born  1827  and  died  1898.  Mother  told  me  that  she  was  sixteen  years  old  when 
she  married.  This  would  have  made  the  date  of  her  marriage  about  1843.  To 
this  union  were  born  thirteen  children.  Two  of  them,  whose  names  1  do  not  know, 
died  in  infancy.  Two  others,  Miranda  and  Mary,  died  in  childhood.  Mary  died 
when  I  was  about  ten  years.  Two  of  the  remaining,  Rowan  and  Sarah,  left  no  liv¬ 
ing  descendants. 

Rowan  Virginia,  the  oldest,  married  John  Brumback  about  1861.  Brumback 
was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Prairie  Grove  during  th  Civil  War.  About  1865  Rowan 
married  Magnus  Krespach.  There  were  two  children:  Levy,  who  died  about 
1870,  and  who  is  buried  in  the  old  Elliff  cemetery,  and  Magnus,  who  died  when 
a  child. 

Sarah  Filmore  married  Sidney  Hire  about  1866.  There  were  two  children,  Ida 
and  Alvin.  Ida,  the  oldest,  lived  to  be  grown  up  and  married,  but  left  no  children. 
Alvin  died  when  a  small  child.  This  entire  family  is  resting:  together  in  the 
same  lot  in  Fairview  Cemetery,  Joplin,  Missouri. 

In  what  follows,  you  will  see  that  I  have  tried  to  include  in  the  list  all  the 
relations  to  and  including  the  fourth  generation.  However,  there  are  several 
members  in  the  fourth  generation  whose  names  I  do  not  know. 

In  the  following  tabulation  the  figure  “1”  means  Constant  Elliff’s  child.  The 
figure  'Vbefore  the  name  means  his  grandchild,  the  figure  “3”,  the  great  grand¬ 
child,  and  the  figure  “4”  means  a  great,  great  grandchild.

George  Elliff,  son  of  Grandfather  John  Ell  iff ,  was  born  and  raised  in  Tenn¬ 
essee.  He  moved  to  Missouri  about  1850.  After  the  Civil  War  he  moved  to  Mc¬ 
Donald  County. 

In  his  prime.  Uncle  George  was  physically  very  strong  -  in  fact,  almost  a  giant 
in  strength.  He  was  quite  a  hunter  and  an  expert  shot  with  his  long  barrelled, 
muzzle  loading  rifle.  He  could  find  a  bee  tree  where  no  one  else  could.  He  knew 
how  to  trace  them  to  their  hive.  At  one  time  he  captured  a  small  fawn  and  raised 
it  as  a  pet.  When  it  became  grown  up  it  still  lingered  about  the  home  and  would 
come  back  to  the  house  every  night.  He  placed  a  bell  around  the  neck  of  this 
doe  and  he  could  know  when  she  was  coming  home  in  the  evening;. .  Sometime 
she  would  be  followed  by  a  male  deer  but  he  never  came  but  once. 

Uncle  George  was  renowned  for  his  marvelous  memory.  When  he  was  a  young 
man  it  was  customary  for  the  farmers  to  watch  their  pigs  and  drive  them  to 
market.  He  often  went  with  these  people  and  he  loved  to  tell  about  his  exper¬ 
iences.  He  could  tell  everything  that  happened  on  the  entire  trip  and  loved  to  do 
so.  We  boys  would  often  request  him  to  tell  us  a  “hog  driver.” 

Uncle  George  and  my  father  were  very  near  to  each  other  all  their  lives.  Both 
married  sisters  before  leaving  Tennessee.  George  married  Lucinda  and  father 
married  Mary  Potter,  daughters  of  Grandma  Bennie  Potter.  We  know  but  little 
about  Grandma  Potter.  We  knowT  that  she  was  born  in  Virginia  but  not  far  from 
Jamestow'n.  She  lived  with  us  and  died  at  the  age  of  96.  There  is  a  legend ,  and 
it’s  probably  true,  that  Grandma  Potter  was  one-eighth  Cherokee  Indian.  After 
coming  to  Missouri  together,  Uncle  George  and  Father  both  came  to  McDonald 
County  and  settled  on  Indian  Creek.  Father’s  farm  was  about  -one  mile  from  the 
present  town  of  Anderson  and  Uncie  George's  farm  about  three  miles  further  up 
Indian  Creek. 

Grandma  Potter,  my  father  and  mother  and  vour  mother  and  father  are  all 
sleeping  quietly  in  the  old  family  graveyard  in  McDonald  County.

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SAM  ELLIFF,  Born  1815 


Sam,  the  youngest  son  of  grandfather  John,  when  about  the  age  of  16  years, 
left  home.  A  legend  has  it  that  his  father  wanted  to  give  him  a  good  switching 
and  that  Sam  ran  away  and  never  returned.  After  roaming  around  for  some- 
time,  he  settled  in  Mississippi  County,  Missouri,  the  extreme  comer  of  the 
“bootheer  county.  He  lived  there  until  after  the  Civil  War.  Raised  a  family 
of  two  boys,  Walter  and  Finis. 

Finis  raised  a  family  of  five  children  -  Alfred.  Becky,  Jim,  Estelle,  and  John 
Richard.  We  know  little  or  nothing  about  Walter. 

John  Richard  Elliff,  the  only  living  grandson  of  Sam  Elliff,  is  now  quite  an 
old  man  and  ill.  His  post  office  address  is  Route  2,  Box  397,  Creve  Coeur, 
Missouri.  John  Richard  raised  a  family  of  six  children.  John  Richard  Jr.,  died 
in  1954.  His  sister,  Mrs.  Estelle  Roberts  has  a  large  famly.  Her  address  is  72S0 
Ashby  Road,  Overland,  Missouri.  As  far  as  I  can  ascertain  all  of  the  descendants 
of  John  Richard  Elliff  are  now  living  in  St.  Louis  County.  There  are  no  fewer 
than  ten  or  twelve  children  in  the  group. 

In  so  far  as  is  known,  none  of  Sam’s  descendants  have  gone  out  of  Missouri. 
Uncle  Sam  served  in  the  Union  Army.  Later  in  life  he  returned  to  Tennessee, 
married  again  and  died  there  about  1900. 
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EVERAD  ELLIFF,  Sr.,  born  1785,  died  1844 

Everad  Elliff,  Sr.,  was  born  and  grew  up  in  Sumner  County,  Tennessee,  near 
Gallatin.  He  raised  a  family  of  ten  children,  six  boys  and  four  girls.  The  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  quotation  from  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Hardy  Thomas  Elliff,  the  wife  of  a 
grandson  of  Everad  Elliff,  Sr.  The  letter  was  written  in  1947  and  mailed  from 
Muskogee,  Oklahoma: 

“My  husband,  Hardy  Thomas  Elliff,  born  December  1872,  the  only  son  ot 
William  Kenny  Elliff,  born  in  Madison  County,  Illinois,  in  1831.  He  moved  to 
Scotland  County,  Missouri,  in  1856  and  lived  there  where  my  husband  was 
born.  My  husband's  grandfather,  Everad  Elliff,  came  from  Gallatin,  Sumner 
County,  Tennessee.  There  were  ten  children  in  the  family,  six  boys  and  four 
girls.  Uncle  Thomas  Morrris  Elliff  was  an  old  bachelor  and  lived  with  us  in 
later  years.  Another  uncle,  Hardy  Thomas  Elliff,  lived  in  Douglas  County. 
Oregon,  and  raised  a  large  family.  One  of  his  bovs  was  George  Gordon  Elliff 
and  another  boy  w’as  named  Elarvey. 

“We  raised  three  boys,  Dee,  the  oldest  born  1895,  and  two  other  bovs  were 
Thomas  and  Morris,  both  deceased. 

“My  husband’s  grandfather,  Everad  Elliff,  Sr.,  had- several  brothers  but  we 
know  but  little  about  them.”

THOMAS  ELLIFF,  born  1817 

Thomas  Elliff,  son  of  grandfather  John,  was  an  early  settler  in  Oregon. 
It  seems  quite  probable  that  the  Elliffs  in  North  Missouri,  Wisconsin,  Oregon, 
and  the  Far  West  were  the  descendants  of  Everad,  Sr. 
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EVERA1)  ELLIFF,  Jr.,  Born  1825. 

When  Everad  Elliff,  Sr.,  left  Tennessee  and  settled  in  Illinois,  he  took  his 
namesake,  Everad,  Jr.,  who  was  six  years  old,  with  him.  Everad,  Jr.,  lived  with 
his  uncle  until  he  was  21  years  of  age,  when  he  went  to  Wisconsin.  He  lived 
there  five  years,  then  crossed  the  Plains  in  1850  to  the  gold  fields  of  California, 
then  moved  to  Douglas  County,  Oregon,  where  he  remained  for  eighteen  years. 
He  then  came  back  by  water  in  1867.  Then  to  Oklahoma  where  he  died  at  the 
age  of  81  years. 
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JAMES  (JIM)  ELLIFF,  Born  1810 

Jim,  Joe  and  Clement  left  Tennessee  about  1830  and  settled  in  McClelland 
County,  Texas,  and  became  cattlemen.  When  ready  for  market,  their  cattle 
were  driven  to  Abilene,  Kansas,  or  Kansas  City.  A  long,  long  drive.  Jim  married 
and  raised  a  family  in  T  exas  and  later  moved  to  Oklahoma.  This  was  about 
1855.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Confederate  Army.  We  have  contacted  several 
of  his  descendants  in  Oklahoma.

JOE  ELLIFF 

Joe  Elliff  went  to  Texas  with  his  brother.  He  was  an  old  bachelor.  Never  mar¬ 
ried  and  lived  with  his  brother  Jim.  He  was  a  silversmith  by  profession  and 
did  work  on  the  tower  and  clock  of  the  State  Capitol  Building  at  Nashville, 
Tennessee.  It  is  believed  by  some  that  both  Jim  and  Joe  came  back  to  East 
Texas  and  did  there  but  we  are  not  certain  about  it.

First  to  Mar)  Jane  Smith  to  which  a  son  was  bom, 
Georgie  .  Both  died  in  Tennessee  early.  My  father  married  Sarah  Jane  Boren  in 
Mississippi  and  Moved  to-  the  Indian  Territory  (Okla.)  sometime  about  1870. 
He  had  an  older  brother,  William  and  a  sister  Ann  (unmarried  both)  who  lived 
a  while  with  us  in  Oklahoma.  On  the  records  of  the  Civil  War  I  relv  for  such  in-

Dear  Sir: 

Replying  to  your  letter  October  16.  I  am  very  much  afraid  that  I  can¬ 
not  be  of  much  help  to  you  in  assembling  the  data  of  the  Elliff  family  as  I  am 
not  informed  on  any  branch  aside  from  my  immediate  family  and  only  apart- 
ially  even  in  that  line.  My  father,  Edward  Elliff,  was  born  in  Bern,  England  (near 
London)  in  1846.  His  father,  John  Elliff  died  when  my  father  was  only  a  small 
child  so  I  am  informed.  My  father  (and  oldest  sister)  came  to  America  with  his 
mother  in  1853  and  they  settled  near  the  citv  of  Bloomington,  McLean  County, 
Illinois.  They  resided  there  for  a  few  years  then  moved  to  a  farm  near  Minier, 
Tazwell  County,  Illinois,  and  he  resided  near  Minier  until  his  death  which  oc- 
cured  June  18th,  1908. 

Mary  Elliff,  my  father’s  mother  never  remarried.  She  resided  with  her 
daughter  and  in  my  father's  home  until  her  death  January  7th,  1894.  The  older 
daughter  married  a  Johnson  (both  long  since  deceased)  and  some  .fifty  years  ago 
this  Johnson  made  a  trip  to  England  to  look  after  Mary'  Elliff's  interests.  (She  had 
been  receiving  funds  at  regular  intervals  which  suddenly  stopped.  I  cannot  re¬ 
call  all  the  details  of  his  report  but  the  sum  and  substance  was  to  the  effect  that 
there  was  nothing  due  and  but  little  tould  be  learned  of  the  Elliff  ancestry. 

You  did  not  enclose  the  list  of  names  but  none  of  my  family  ever  resided 
in  the  south  so  it  makes  no  difference.  Sorry  that  I  cannot  be  of  more  help  to  you. 
I  am  83  and  so  must  be  considered  just  another  old  man.

After  much  reading  and  re-rcadng  of  letters  and  various  papers  I  have  accumu¬ 
lated  in  my  research  for  the  Elliffs  in  Illinois,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  two  families  named  Elliff  came  to  Illinois  at  the  same  time  from  Tenn¬ 
essee  and  the  names  of  the  heads  of  these  families  were  James  Elliff  and  Everad 
Elliff.  Of  James  Elliff  and  his  descendants  I  have  been  able  to  gather  a  large 
amount  of  data;  on  Everad,  1  have  not  done  so  well.  Here  are  the  details  I  have 
been  able  to  obtain  and  I  have  papers  to  back  up  most  of  the  information. 

Jf  there  was  an  Everad  Elliff  from  Tennessee  and  if  he  was  born  in  17SS  or  per¬ 
haps  in  1785  (the  date  on  the  tombstone  was  hard  to  read)  he  must  have  been 
the  brother  of  John  Elliff  of  Tennessee  because  the  dates  are  so  close  (of  birth). 
In  Old  Dugger  Cemetery  outside  St.  Jacob.  Illinois,  just  off  Ill.  route  40,  there 
is  a  stone  reading  Everad  Elliff,  died  April  15,  1844  -  aged  56  (59?)  years.  An¬ 
other  stone  reads,  Mary,  wife  of  E.  Elliff,  died  Sept.  3,  1853.  age  70  vrs. 

These  people  are  no  doubt  husband  and  wife. 

In  letters  from  Hardy  Thomas  Elliff  of  Muskogee,  Oklahoma,  he  tells  that 
his  father  was  William  Kinney  Elliff,  son  of  Everad  Elliff.  William  Kinney  was 
born  in  Madison  Cy.  Illinois,  in  1831.  It  would  be  perfecth  possible  that  the  Eve¬ 
rad  in  Dugger  Cemetery  is  the  father  of  Wm.  And  if  that  is  correct,  the  other 
children  of  this  family  were: 

Thomas  Morris  Elliff,  born  1824  in  Sumner  County,  Tennessee. 

Hardy  Tar  Elliff 

George  Elliff.  died  at  the  age  of  21  (a  stone  in  Dugger  Cemetery  reads  George 
Elliff,  d.  January  15,  1840,  aged  21) 

Erank  Elliff 

William  Kinney  Elliff,  born  1830,  Madison  County,  Illinois. 

There  were  ten  children  in  all  according  to  Hardy  Thomas  Elliff  and  the 
names  given  above  are  from  him. 

James  Elliff,  head  of  the  other  Elliff  family  which  came  to  Madison  Countv,  ‘ 
was  married  to  Susan  Van  Catrin.  Just  six  weeks  after  arriving  in  Illinois,  James 
Elliff  died  and  his  wife  followed  him  in  death  only  six  months.  I  can  find  no 
stones  in  the  Dugger  Cemetery  for  either  of  these  people  but  I  have  found  e\i- 
dence  that  this  family  lived  nearer  to  the  town  of  Lebanon,  Illinois.  Lebanon  is 
just  across  the  line  in  St.  Clair  Countv  and  is  only  about  ten  miles  from  St.  Jacob, 
Illinois,  Madison  County.  James  Elliffs  history  is  fairlv  complete,  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Harriett  Wynne  of  Denver,  Colorado,  and  to  Inez  Elliff  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 

On  the  following  pages  I  have  lifted  the  generations  as  vou  did  in  vour  history. 
James  Elliff  being  numbered  “1”,  his  children  are  numbered  “2’',  grandchildren 
are  numbered  “3”,  etc.

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James  Elliff 

James  Elliff  was  married  to  Susan  Van  Catrin.  He  brought  his  family  to  Illinois 
from  near  Tyler  Springs,  Tennessee,  about  1830.  Six  weeks  after  arriving,  he  died, 
his  wife  followed  him  in  death  in  onlv  six  months.  At  this  time  Everad  Elliff 
(Mrs.  Wynne’s  grandfather)  was  only  about  nine  years  old  and  the  youngest  of 
the  family.  Celia  B.  Kinney,  wife  of  William  Kinnev  and  daughter  of  Everad 
and  Mary  Elliff,  took  young  Everad  after  his  parent’s  death:  Celia  is  buried  in 
Dugger  Cemetery.  (It  is  possible  that  Everad  and  Mary  Elliff  regarded  Celia  B. 
so  highly  that  they  called  her  '“daughter’’  and  she  was,  in  fact,  only  a  daughter- 
in-law,  wife  of  their  son,  Wm.  Kinney  Elliff  -  this  is  only  a  presumption.)  The 
children  of  Janies  and  Susan  Elliff  are:

William  Wallace  Elliff  served  with  the  Union  Armv  in  the  Civil  War. 

He  was  graduated  from  McKendree  College,  Lebanon,  Illinois  in  1866  with  a 
bachelor  of  Laws  Degree  and  was  admitted  to  the  Illinois  bar  in  November,  1866. 
He  later  moved  to  Milford,  Missouri,  and  his  children,  a  girl  and  two  boys  were 
born  there. 

William  Wallace  Elliff  and  his  wife  had:

According  to  Edgar  Elliff  (5),  John  Elliff  (4)  spoke  of  an  uncle  named  Hogue 
Elliff.  One  uncle  was  believed  to  have  moved  to  Texas  after  the  Civil  War. 

Edgar  is  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  Sterling.  He  was  graduated  in  medicine  in 
1919  and  is  also  United  States  Senator  from  Colorado  and  was  chosen  GOP  chair¬ 
man  in  Denver  on  January  23,  1956. 

Edgar  says  his  great-grandfather  was  named  Jack  and  is  buried  in  a  countrv 
cemetery  about  ten  miles  east  of  Lebanon,  Illinois. 

3.  Everad  Hogue  Elliff 

Everad  Hogue  Elliff  was  born  May  17,  iS{6,  at  St.  Jacob,  Illinois.  He  married 
Samantha  Alice  Rutledge  of  Preble  County,  Ohio.  She  was  born  on  October  7, 
1865,  and  died  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  on  February  13,  1943. 

Their  children  were:

(4)  Edna  Rutledge  Elliff.  boin  1878,  died  March  5,  1930.  Edna  was  born 
in  Red  Bud,  Illinois,  and  died  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.

Everad  Hogue  went  bv  the  name  Hogue  and  was  a  newspaper  publisher:  the 
following  storv  is  from  the  history  of  Randolph,  Monroe  and  Perry  Counties,  and 
was  published  in  1833: 

“Courier,  Everett  H.  Elliff  editor  and  publisher.  The  office  was  brought  to 

Red  Bud  from  Lebanon.  The  first  number  was  issued  April  20.  18“--.  It  was 

also  Democratic  in  tone.  Mr.  Elliff  continued  the  publication  until  Sept.  19. 

1879,  when  the  office' was  leased  to  H.  C.  Hinckley  for  the  terra  of  one  vear. 
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In  February,  1880,  Mr.  Hinckley  sold  the  lease  to  Mr.  Elliff  and  the  latter  then 
removed  the.  press  and  material  to  Coulmbia  in  Monroe  County.  ” 

“The  first  paper  printed  in  the  town  of  Columbia  was  the  Columbia  Gazette. 
It  was  started  bv  Everett  H.  Elliff.  The  issue  was  made  in  February  1880  when 
the  office  was  brought  to  the  town  from  Red  Bud.  Five  numbers  were  issued 
when  the  paper  was  suspended.  The  office  remained  closed  until  May  5,  when 
it  was  purchased  bv  Peter  Baker  and  from  which  was  issued  ‘Voice  of  Monroe.' 
The  Gazette  was  published  as  a  Democratic  paper  but  the  latter  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican  paper." 

According  to  Inez  Elliff,  her  family  moved  to  Bonne  Terre.  Missouri,  and  her 
father  published  a  paper  there  also,  and  from  there  the  familv  moved  to  St.  Louis. 

Everad  Hogue  died  in  St.  Louis  on  March  2,  1928,  at  5630  Pershing  Avenue. 
He  was  cremated  and  there  was  no  burial. 

3.  James  Garrett  Elliff 

James  Garrett  Elliff  was  born  in  or  near  Highland,  Illinois,  in  1836.  He  married 
Eliza  Jane  Traver.  She  was  a  school-teacher  in  St.  Jacob,  Illinois.  She  was  lame 
and  very  small  in  stature.  Eliza'  died  at  1902  Exchange  Avenue,  East  St.  Louis, 
Illinois,  on  July  26,  1923,  and  she  was  buried  inMount  Hope  Cemetery  in  Belle¬ 
ville,  Illinois.  Her  age  at  death  was  85  years,  so  she  was  born  in  1838.. 

James  G.  Elliff  was  a  broommaker  in  Old  Kaskaskie,  Illinois.  During  a  visit 
there  in  1955  we  saw  the  old  broom  press  he  used  to  make  his  brooms.  The  press 
was  brought  to  America  in  177?,  no  exact  date,  and  no  details  a->  to  how  fames 
obtained  it.  It  is  in  a  shed  on  the  property  of  the  present  broommaker.  and  it  is 
not  ysed  any  more  since  improved  machines  are  available.  James  also  raised  his 
own  broom  com  for  his  brooms. 

James  Elliff  had  a  sawmill  at  Brewersville  and  an  agencv  for  Walter  A.  Woods 
Farm  Equipment  at  Red  Bud.  Illinois.  There  are  no  dates  given  for  these  two 
projects  but  it  is  believed  that  they  took  place  about  1850  to  1870.  He  was  a  Sec¬ 
ond  Lieutenant  in  the  Civil  War  on  the  Union  side,  and  he  made  an  effort  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  pension  because  of  a  disability  from  his  war  service.  The  papers  on  this 
are  in  the  possession  of  his  granddaughter,  Lillian  Cortez,  of  California,  fames 
died  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  on  April  2,  1896.  of  uremia,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Holy  Ghost  Cemetery.  He  was  a  carpenter  at  the  time  of  his  death  that  occupation 
is  listed  on  his  death  certificate.  He  was  59  years  at  his  death.

4.  Edward  Elliff 

Edward  Elliff  was  tmrn  in  1863,  location  unknown.  He  married  Louise  Huber 
of  St.  Lous,  Missouri.  She  was  the  daughter  of  a  shoemaker  and  her  parents  came 
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to  America  in  a  sailboat,  taking  82  days  crossing  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Louise  had 
a  brother  Adolf,  who  was  crushed  to  death  while  driving  a  loaded  lumber  wagon. 
The  load  of  lumber  shifted  and  the  wagon  overturned,  pinning  him  beneath  it. 
She  also  had  three  sisters,  Kate,  who  married  a  Kulage;  Julie,  who  married  a  man 
named  Weber,  and  -Rose. 

Edward  Elliff  was  a  foreman  at  the  Old  Bon-Ton  Baking  Powder  factory,  he 
died  when  the  youngest  child  was  only  four  years  old,  that  was  in  1921,  and  is 
buried  in  Mt.  Hope  Cemetery,  Belleville,  Illinois.

Agnes  Elliff  was  born  in  St.  Jacob,  Illinois,  in  1865.  She  married  a  man  named 
Wicklein  and  had  one  child,  Charles  Wicklein.  She  was  widowed  and  then  remar¬ 
ried,  her  second  husband  was  Vitale  Louviere  of  Prairie  du  Rocher.  His  family 
was  large  and  very  well  knowm  in  those  parts.
